The rights ot the taxpayers 
will he i^espected— a thing they have a 
right to expect and demand. This is their 
city. 
Taxpayers 
are 
stockholders in a 
company or corporation reputed to be 
w'orlh more than twenty millions of dol- 
lai's. 
So w'hy siiouldn’t they be consider­ 
ed? 
Wliy shouldn’t they step up Yvhen

From Carthage Press. 
The Associated Industries of Missouri, 
at the I'equest of tlie Pettis county and 
Sedalia Chamber of Commerce commit­ 
tees on taxation and pulilic expenditure, 
have completed a brief, compreliensive 
and readable study of taxation and pub­ 
lic expenditures in Pettis county and tlie 
city of Sedalia, the first of its kind ever 
published in the state. 
It wM)uld be a good 
thing 
if such a 
study w'ere made in every county if Mis­ 
souri and placed in the hands of each 
taxpayer. 
i\)r one thing such a study is educa­ 
tional. 
It 
contains 
information 
wdiich 
should be in the hands of every voter in­ 
asmuch as the voter chooses tlie county 
government and can do so more intelli­ 
gently if he kiiow’s just wiiat the differ­ 
ent officials do, wJiy they do it, and the 
amount of compensation each draws. 
Another thing is that the study, al­ 
though it makes 
no 
recommeiidations, 
points the road to economy through the 
very facts presented. 
In some cases the 
compensation of the officials is smaller 
than one might suppose.

it is larger.
